t the May 13th meet- 
: ing, Chuck Angel the 
Gypsy Moth coordina- 


tor reported to the board that 
1,950 acres would be sprayed 
and requested authority to 
spray the township property as 
well as 32 miscellaneous acres 
that would allow the spraying 
to be more effective. The 
board approve the additional 
cost. 
Aerial spraying of the town- 
did occur over the follow- 
ing weekend of May 16th and 
17th. It is anticipated that Mr. 
Angel will provide the com- 
munity as well as the Huron 
River Weekly with a map 





showing the total areas spray- 
ed. Any areas not sprayed, but 
paid for, will be reported to the 
township for the issuance of 
refunds. 

In other board action, 
Treasurer Adkins provided the 
Board with a document dis- 
cussing the position of a 
Senior/Youth Recreation Dir- 
ector. He advised the board 
that grants sometimes hinge 
on having a full-time director 
and provided the information 
for their review. 


Trustee McKinney express- 


ed concern with the director 


being responsible for both 
senior and youth programs. He 
suggested the board focus on a 
youth director and then work 
on the other position at a later

time. He further suggested that 
they look toward a part-time 
position to'start and mentioned 
a summer time program 
directed by a Huron teacher. 

It was decided by the board 
to refer the mater to the recre- 
ation committee and the board 
would discuss again in June. 

In an unrelated matter, 
Trustee McKinney also dis- 
cussed his desire to limit the 
number of building permits 
issued during the year. He had 
asked that the matter be placed 
on the agenda and suggested a 
limit of 100 permits per year. 















































He cited the legal basis for 
such a drastic move as “health, 
safety and welfare.” He advis- 
ed that he was concerned 
about the rate of development 
and also the building depart- 
ment’s ability to keep up with 
It. 

Treasurer Adkins spoke of 
less dramatic action and sug- 
gested they look at improving 
the building department. He 
seemed concerned about the 
severity of limiting permits to 
100 a year but suggested there 
could be some limits imposed. 
He suggested they need to 


remember that minor changes 
to a person’s property requires 
a building permit and this 
should be considered an 
exception to any limit. 


The matter will continue to 
be discussed at a June meet- 
ing. 

In another matter, the board 
placed a June Ist deadline for 
any Huron Township in-house 
personnel to apply for the fire 
chief position. If no acceptable 
candidates come forward, the 
board will expand their search 
to outside applicants.

From the Office of Township Clerk by Dawwette Bowers 


Many people have not yet realized the 
impact that the year 2000 may have on 
our everyday lives. Not only will it 
affect computer systems but it will also 
affect many other items within our 
homes and businesses. Any appliances 
or machinery we have (i.e. furnaces, fire 
alarms, security alarms, kitchen appli- 
ances, and, of course, computers, just to 
name a few) may be affected. The year 
2000 problem is the inability of some 
systems to recognize and process dates 
that extend beyond the year 2000. Until 
recently, to save memory space, com- 
puter systems and microprocessor chips, 
have identified years using two digits. 
This means that the numbers 00 to 99 
reference the years 1990 to 1999. This 
also means that as of January 1, 2000 
any computer, appliances, etc., that uses 
a two-digit year formula will be unable 
to differentiate between 1900 and 2000, 
causing many to fail. The fact that 2000 
is a leap year may also cause additional 
problems. 

How many of us have these things in 
our home? Probably all of us. If you are 
unsure whether or not your particular 
items will be Year 2000 compliant you 
can contact the manufacturer for help. If 
you are or will be purchasing any new 
computer systems, appliances, etc., 
please be sure to find out if these items 
are compliant before you are faced with 
having to replace them after 2000. Don’t 
depend on the manufacturer to automat- 


ically supply you with equipment that is 
compliant. At this time there are no laws 
requiring them to do so and I am sure 
that they would be more than happy to 
sell you new equipment when the old no 
longer works after 2000. One precaution 
is for you to require the company you 
are purchasing from to supply you with 
a letter or affidavit (must be in writing) 
stating that the equipment you have pur- 
chased is Year 2000 compliant. This 
may be your only recourse should the 
equipment fail after the year 2000. 
Existing computer systems, etc. can be 
tested and deemed either Year 2000 
compliant or not.
